Nearly every decade the past 
has marked milestone the 
progress public health—a triumph 
over one the hazards the health 
the people. Milk pasteurization, 
water chlorination, anesthesia, the an- 
tibiotics, the Salk vaccine, are only 
small number the list successes. 
Water fluoridation, for the partial 
prevention tooth decay, deserves 
prominent place any such listing 
public health achievements. 

Water fluoridation the adjust- 
ment the fluoride content 
water supply level which reduces 
the incidence tooth decay. This 
optimum concentration very low— 
one part fluoride for each million 
parts water most areas the 
country. Sodium silicofluoride, sodium 
fluoride, and acid are 
the most commonly used fluoride com- 
pounds. These are fed into the water 
equipment similar that used for 
years add chemicals such chlo- 
rine, alum, lime. 


There are several questions which 
must answered before any preven- 
tive procedure can recommended 
for the protection the public. The 
more important these are: there 
health problem; the procedure 
readily applied and controlled 
the procedure and, does have 
the approval the qualified profes- 
sional health

have dental health problem 
the United States? 


Dental disease, the most common 
disease mankind, begins soon after 
teeth first appear the child’s mouth 
and continues major problem 
throughout life. The importance 
dental health maintaining physical 
and emotional well-being recognized 
all. 


Dental defects are major school 
health problem and lead the list 
uncorrected defects. Examinations 
school children last year one 
large city disclosed that percent 
had dental defects. The next highest 
listing defects affected less than 
percent the children and included 
underweight, poor vision, poor pos- 
ture, overweight, and infected tonsils. 
recent survey western state dis- 
closed that over one-third the six- 
year-olds, three-fourths the seven- 
year-olds, and practically all the 
nine-year-olds had been attacked 
dental decay. Considerably less than 
half the total needs for dental care 
our children are being met. These un- 
treated needs childhood carry over 
into later life that age about 
one-fourth the people have lost all 
their teeth. 


For good many years the growth 
the dental profession has not kept 
pace with the population increase 
this country. seems quite unlikely 
that, the foreseeable future, there 
will enough dentists care for the 
dental needs our population. The 
only practical solution this problem 
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lies the prevention major por- 
tion dental disease. 

The first question has been an- 
swered affirmatively—there very def- 
initely health problem. 


water fluoridation effective 
reducing the problem? 


Water-borne fluorides are not some- 
thing new the United States. Over 
million people for years have used 
water containing fluoride naturally— 
4,500,000 these drink naturally 
fluoridated water containing 0.7 
more parts fluoride per million 
parts water. Although one part 
fluoride each million parts water 
(ppm) the recommended concen- 
tration, many thousands people for 
years have used water containing 
three times, five times, and even seven 
more times this amount. Examples 
these communities include Thomas- 
ton, Alabama, which uses water con- 
taining 3.2 ppm; Bureau, Illinois, 5.5 
ppm; Langford, South Dakota, 8.0 
ppm; Gabbs, Nevada, 8.7 ppm; Gil- 
lette, Wyoming, 4.0 ppm; and Bart- 
lett, Texas, 8.0 ppm. 

early 1892 Sir James Critchon- 
Brown suggested that lack fluoride 
the diet probably was responsible 
for the high rate dental decay 
England. About years later Dr. 
Eager, Public Health Service 
physician Italy, condi- 
tion the teeth which now know 
dental fluorosis. the United 
States studies started 1908 con- 
dition known brown 
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laid the foundation for the 
discovery the decay preventive 
value fluorides drinking water. 

1916 two scientists reported ‘‘a 
curious absence decay’’ among resi- 
dents areas where now know 
fluorides were present the drinking 
water. However, not until 1931 was 
proven that the effective element 
the drinking water was the fluoride 
ion. The presence 8,500 articles 
the literature today attests 
the vast body knowledge collected 
about the 1940 was 
proven that insofar the fluorides 
are concerned there are about three 
types drinking water—those de- 
ficient fluorides, waters with the 
optimum concentration, 
with excessive amounts fluoride. 
Dental decay extensive communi- 
ties using low-fluoride fluoride-free 
water while people using drinking 
water containing the correct amount 
fluoride have about two-thirds less 
tooth decay. The use water with 
excessive fluorides results discolor- 
ing mottling the teeth. These 
ranges fluoride concentration are 
well within the control the water 
plant operator. 

study adults two Colorado 
cities proves that the beneficial effects 
fluoride water, acerued during 
childhood, continue into the older age 
groups. Boulder, Colorado, uses 
fluoride-free water water supply while 
the water supply Colorado Springs 
contains 2.5 parts per million fluo- 
ride. Boulder, 40- 44-year-old 
persons had teeth which had de- 
while the same age group 
Colorado Springs averaged less than 
half (10) many teeth attacked. 
comparing the tooth decay rates 
these two cities from age age 45, 
note that the decay pattern estab- 
lished childhood has continued into 
these older ages. was found also 
that the 40- 44-year group the 
city averaged five times 
many missing teeth their coun- 
terparts who had used fluoride water 
all their lives. 

1945-1946 several studies, each 
independent the others, were be- 
gun determine the effectiveness 
and the problems involved adjust- 
ing the fluoride concentration 
community water supply which was 
deficient this element. Some 
these study cities were Grand Rapids, 

Michigan; Newburgh, New York; 


California’s Health, State Department Public Health, September 15, 1956 


Brantford, Ontario; Evanston, 
nois; Marshall, Texas; Sheboygan, 
Wisconsin and Lewiston, Idaho. (Let 
point out again that each 
these studies was conducted inde- 
pendently. 

Grand Rapids the study was 
cooperative project involving the 
Public Health Service, the State 
Michigan; the University Michigan, 
and the City Grand Rapids. The 
city has continued bring the same 
fluoride-free lake water the water 
plant, where since 1945 the fluoride 
concentration has been adjusted and 
maintained one part fluoride per 
million parts water throughout the 
distribution system. 

The study has shown that children 
born Grand Rapids since 1945 and 
raised the fluoride water have re- 
the greatest benefits—about 
percent less tooth decay than children 
the same age prior fluoridation. 
The children born before the water 
was fluoridated obtain less, though 
significant, reductions tooth decay. 
For example, children who were seven 
years old when water fluoridation was 
instituted and used this water until 
they were years age have nearly 
percent less decay than 16-year- 
olds who never used fluoride water. 
This same pattern reduction 
dental decay the several age groups 
was present Grand Rapids, Michi- 
gan, after years water 
tion. These observations have been 
substantiated similar findings 
other independent studies, such 
Newburgh, New York, and Brantford, 
Ontario. Data from these study cities 
indicate that continuous users 
water which the optimum amount 
fluoride has been added have the 
same pattern lowered tooth decay 
rates found those using natural 
fluoride water under similar condi- 
tions. 

The foregoing evidence provides 
affirmative answer our second ques- 
tion. Fluoridation certainly effec- 
tive—about percent less tooth 
decay. 


water fluoridation safe? 

The use, for many years, natural 
fluoride waters large part 
our population afforded excellent op- 
portunities study the effects 
such water human health. One 
the first discoveries this natural 
laboratory was that developing teeth 


are very sensitive excessive water. 
borne fluorides. People born and 
raised where the fluoride 
tion exceeds 1.5 parts per million 
their drinking water develop varying 
degrees mottling the tooth 
enamel. The milder degrees mottled 
enamel are noticeable only trained 
observers, but the excessive fluoride 
concentration the water increases 
the symptoms become more obvious, 
mentioned earlier, some communi- 
ties this country use drinking 
water containing five six more 
parts per million fluoride. these 
higher concentrations there usually 
serious disfigurement and damage 
the enamel. other clinically 
significant effects have ever 
been found even these high con- 
centrations. 


The Public Health Service con- 
ducted study people born and 
raised Cameron and Bartlett, 
Texas. The Cameron water supply 
contains naturally 0.4 parts fluo- 
ride per million while Bartlett the 
water supply contains times that 
amount, 8.0 parts per million. 
ports were made laboratory, X-ray, 
medical, and oral examinations con- 
ducted 1943 and 1953. Those 
examined Bartlett averaged over 
years’ use the high fluoride water. 
variety characteristics the 
two groups were 
ing arthritic changes, cardiovascular 
conditions, hearing loss, bone changes, 
eye conditions, occurrence tumors 
cysts, fractures, blood pressure 
variations, thyroid abnormalities, kid- 
ney stones, and gall stones. Labora- 
tory findings the blood and urine 
were also studied and compared. 
was found that clinically signifi- 
physiological functional ef- 
fects resulted from the prolonged in- 
gestion water containing excessive 
fluoride except for mottled enamel. 


Studies bone fracture experi- 
ence, bone growth, height and weight, 
skeletal tolerance, excretion and stor- 
age fluorides, and the general 
health people using fluoride waters 
have shown health hazards attribu- 
table fluorides. comparison 
mortality rates fluoride and 
fluoride communities Illinois 
duced neither significant differences 
the general death rates nor signif- 
cant differences the risk death 
from specific diseases such heart 
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disease, cancer, nephritis, and dia- 
betes. Extensive laboratory research 
with experimental animals has shown 
harmful effect the 1.0 ppm level 
recommended for fluoridation. Years 
use variety industries indi- 
eates that fluoridated water does not 
interfere with any industrial process. 


Another study the Public Health 
Service compared mortality experi- 
ence pairs fluoride and non- 
fluoride cities 10,000 more popu- 
lation states. Fluoride concen- 
trations the water supplies the 
fluoride cities ranged from 0.7 4.0 
parts per million. The nonfluoride 
cities used water containing 0.25 parts 
per million less. Total populations 
over 800,000 the fluoride cities 
and over million persons the 
nonfluoride cities were involved. 
There was statistically significant 
difference between the mortality rates 
fluoride and nonfluoride cities for 
all causes death for deaths due 
heart disease, cancer, nephritis, in- 
tracranial lesions, cirrhosis the 
liver. 

this day not one piece scien- 
tifie evidence has ever been presented 
prove that water fiuoridated the 
recommended level harmful 
health. answer our third ques- 
tion can truthfully 
ridation safe. 


adding fluoride community 
water supply economical method 
reducing tooth decay? 


The cost water fluoridation will 
vary among communities according 
local differences water supplies, 
industrial use, types equipment and 
the chemical used. Compared with the 
cost other compounds used water 
treatment the cost fluoridation 
very nominal. one large city the 
controlled fluoridation using 
sodium silicofluoride $1.36 per mil- 
gallons water. Another city 
acid averages 
$1.03 per million gallons water. 
comparison these two cities, the 
average cost per million gallons for 
alum was $8.49 and $4.73; for chlo- 
$2.42 and $1.99; and for lime, 
$1.64 and $0.30, respectively. 

perhaps greater interest the 
the individual each year for 
lifetime. the 1,294 communities 
using fluoridated water the cost 
averages about cents per person 
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per year. The million people 
these towns are obtaining the benefits 
this preventive for total 
years. For about the cost filling 
badly decayed tooth for much less 
than the cost replacing one lost 
tooth they are preventing the occur- 
rence very sizeable amount 
tooth decay. The additional benefits 
derived through improved appear- 
ance, better health, fewer lost teeth, 
and improved dental function are 
equally important. 

Surely there can doubt re- 
garding the answer our question 
very economical. 


Can this decay preventive 
readily applied and controlled? 

The water engineering practices 
controlled water fluoridation while 
specific and accurate are not partic- 
ularly difficult. The various state 
health departments have established 
regulations governing the application 
this procedure local water 
plants. Usually the state authority re- 
views the installation plans and issues 
permit the water company. The 
regulations call for periodic testing 
the water plant, samples sent regu- 
larly the state laboratory for check- 
testing and weekly monthly re- 
ports the amount fluoride com- 
pound used and the volume water 
pumped. The color reaction methods 
used determining fluoride concen- 
tration vary only slightly from those 
used for other water testing. Colori- 
meters, either visual photoelectric, 
are available for these tests and are 
well within the required accuracy. 
mentioned earlier the equipment 
used applying the fluoride com- 
pound the water not new the 
water plant operator. Similar equip- 
ment has been used for years water 
treatment. also might pointed 
out that identical equipment used 
other industries where high de- 
gree accuracy required. ex- 
ample the enrichment flour with 
vitamin supplements. significant 
problems adding fluorides main- 
taining the desired level have been 
reported. 

Without hesitation can answer 
affirmatively that this preventive pro- 
cedure can readily applied and 
the desired level. 


the application this 
public health measure legal? 


has with other health 
measures the legality water fluori- 
dation has been questioned over the 
last several yaers. The legality 
water fluoridation has been tested 
the courts states and seven 
these states, California, Louisiana, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Wash- 
ington, and Wisconsin the cases were 
the California, Louisiana, and Okla- 
homa cases appeals were taken the 
United States Supreme Court which 
refused review them. Fluoridation 
has been challenged most frequently 
unconstitutional invasion in- 
dividual liberties. 


instance has fluoridation lost 
final court action. proper sub- 
ject for community action. legal. 


Does water fluoridation have the approval 
the qualified health professions? 


During the past several years the 
majority national health organiza- 
tions have endorsed water fluoridation 
safe and effective method for re- 
ducing the incidence tooth decay. 
These national associations, represent- 
ing the majority dentists, physi- 
cians, and public health scientists 
this country, did not give their ap- 
proval lightly. The endorsements were 
given only after careful, detailed 
study the evidence special 
mittees, competent members, and ex- 
pert consultants. partial list 
these national health groups includes, 
the American Dental Association, the 
American Medical the 
National Research Council, the De- 
partment Defense, the United 
States Public Health Service, the 
American Health Association, 
the American Academy Pediatrics, 
the American Hospital Association, 
and the Association State and Ter- 
ritorial Health Officers. Practically 
all state and local medical and dental 
societies have given their stamp 
approval. 

addition many national lay 
groups interested the health and 
welfare our citizens have endorsed 
this great public health procedure 
and large majority their state 
organizations have followed suit. 
1952 the National Congress Parents 
and Teachers approved this health 
measure. 
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Last October the New Jersey Con- 
gress Parents and Teachers passed 
resolution which emphasized the 
safety fluoridation, recognized 
community measure, and stated: 

“Fluoridation community water sup- 
plies shall longer regarded the 

New Jersey Congress Parents and 

Teachers simply matter for approval, 

but that the Congress shall also accept the 

responsibility the local level secure 
its benefits for our children initiating 
such community efforts suggested 
the National Congress Parents and 

Teachers, cooperating with other 

local health and welfare organizations and 

agencies their efforts secure fluorida- 
tion community waters set forth 
under the regulations the New Jersey 

State Department Health.” 


Certainly few public health meas- 
ures have had the solid support that 
water fluoridation has had from the 
professional health workers’ organiza- 
tions and from other groups inter- 
ested health. 

There are, course, those who op- 
pose fluoridation just some people 
even now oppose water chlorination, 
milk pasteurization, and smallpox vac- 
cination. The introduction water 
chlorination years ago met with the 
same type opposition and essenti- 
ally the same arguments that are used 
today against fluoridation. The op- 
position makes all sorts claims— 
but have been unable produce any 
evidence that fluoridation any 
way harmful. 


The seven questions posed earlier 
all have been answered favor 
water fluoridation: (1) the dental 
health problem this country 
tremendous that prevention the 
only solution; (2) water fluoridation 
effective—a percent reduction 
tooth (3) water fluoridation 
safe—extensive laboratory, animal, 
and human studies prove there 
hazard health the recommended 
level; (4) water fluoridation eco- 
nomical—for average cents 
per person per year community can 
benefit from this public health meas- 
ure; (5) readily applied and con- 
maintenance the desired fluoride 
level have been reported; (6) the 
method legal—the courts 
states where fluoridation was con- 
tested have upheld valid com- 
munity activity involving infringe- 
ment personal liberty; (7) has 
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the overwhelming support qualified 
professional health workers and other 
groups interested the health and 
welfare our people. 

Fluoridation drinking water has 
emerged one the outstanding 
public health developments recent 
years. take its place history 
with other public health achievements. 


Health and ‘appearance are pri- 
mary concern our present day cul- 
ture. Those with lowered resistance 
unsightly decayed missing teeth 
are handicapped attaining their 
place our society. The cost car- 
ing for their dental needs serious 
drain the purses many. 


Certainly preventive procedure 
which has successfully passed the test 
our seven questions, which offers 
improved health and appearance and 
which lowers the need for dental care 
deserves high priority any for- 
ward-looking community.
